Trouble in Poorer Quarters.

Atlanta spends thousands 
‘each year in the big residential and 
business sections, practically nothing 
in the other sections, yet it is from 
these sections that the fever germs 
come, it is here that the money ought 
to be spent and would do the most 
good. 

“Take the negro quarters for 
Stance. It is here that you will find 
disease-breeding filth, and it jis here 
also that you will find the worst sani- 
tary arrangements. Surface 
imperfect Sewers, little attempt at 
Cleanliness, all foster the disease, and 
it is easy to spread, you see, to the 
other sections. 

“Every part of the city 
receive the same care in a sanitary 
way, because disease in one part is 
more than likely to affect every part. 
Education is another big factor in the 
prevention of the disease, and when 
you get these two, together the 
centage will be reduced to a minimum.”
